ONE STRIKE SETTLED. 


Adjustment on the’ Transit 
System Near, 


- 


Kansas City Quiet—Trace at Phila 
delphia— Fight at Chicago. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS, May 14.—There were im- 
portant developments in the street-car 
strike situation today. At a confer- 
ence held between the officials of the 
Suburban Railway Company, the only 
system not controlled by the St. Louis 
Transit Company, @nd on which a 
Strike was inaugurated ten days before 
that declared on the Transit system, 
and the officials of the employés of that 
road, an amicable adjustment was ef- 
fected, and the men will return to work 
tomorrow morning. 

On just what basis the strike was 
settled could not be learned tonight, 
but it can be positively stated that the 
union received full recognition. In 
many Quarters it is figured that the 
settiement of the strike on the Subur- 
ban presages an adjustment of the 
difficulties between the Transit Com- 
pany and its 3600 striking employés in 
the near future. In fact, it was learned 
tonight that at a conference held this 
afternoon of the officials of the Transit 
Company, the chairman of the Em- 
ployés’ Grievance Committee and some 
of the members of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, Matters were adjusting them- 
seives nicely for a settiment of the 
difficulty when a member of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee Injected into the pro- 
ceedings a proposition of such a char- 
acter that the discussion was brought 
to a close with matters no nearer a set- 
tlement than had heretofore existed. 
It is thought, however, that a future 
meeting of the same parties will result 
in determining a basis for a settlement 
of the strike 

The Suburban Company had no diffi- 
cukty in maintaining a thorough run- 
ning schedule today, and riotous dem- 
onstrations on that line were conspicu- 
ous by their absence. On the Transit 
Company's system there were a num- 
ber of demonstrationse—more noisy than 
otherwise. In one instance the police 
were obliged to charge «a crowd of 
strike sympathizers to dieperse it, and 
in a number of indtances used the flat 
side of their sabers in accomplishing 
their purposes.

DENVER, May 14.—The annual 
convention of the Western Federation 
of Miners and the Western Labor 
Union opened this morning with a joint 
public meeting at which the welcom- 
ing address was delivered by Roady 
Kenehan to which replies were made 
by President Boyce of the Federation 
and President McDonald of the union.

“I have recently been over the whole 
Pacific Coast country,” said McDon- 
ald, “where I learned. that more than 
thirty thousand Japanese have en- 
tered the United States in the last 
year. They are practically replacing 
white labor on all of the raliroajs in 
the northwest, and are gradually work- 
ing their way eastward. The North- 
ern Pacific and the Great Northern 
employ them almost exclusively © on 
the sections, each gang having a white 
man as boss.” 

In his speech, President Boyce said: 

“I will say without hesitation or 
fear of contradiction that in 
grandest republic ever organized in 
the world, we are fast descending to 
a condition worse than has ever ex- 
isted in any monarchy on earth. Tt 
is time for laboring people to say that 
no military despot shall exist in any 
State or county of this country. We 
should not longer endure the action 
of the judges sitting on the bench of 
the United States Supreme Court, who 
issue injunctions restraining laboring 
men. There seems no relief to be ex- 
pected from any political organization 
existing today, I am sorry to say, and 
all our hope of gaining relief through 
politics must come when we come to 
the point where we can rely upon our- 
selves to cast a united vote.”

LYDDITE NOT SO DEADLY. 


New Explosive Principally a 
Scarecrow. 


Comparatively Harmless on Soft Ground. 
Good Story on Kitchener. | 


[A. P. DAY REPORT}

“That the moral effect of artill fi

After firing so many 
rounds, the side firing has been con- 
vinced that so many hundred of the 
enemy have been rendered hors de com- 
bat, and has promptly accused the en- 
emy of concealing casualties when the 


published results disagreed with ex- 
pectations, When the war commenced 
the burghers Wad heard so much about 
the terrible effects of lyddite that it 
was with fear and trembling that they 
faced the frst fighting. They learned, 
that the ordinary British field 
ttery does not fire lyddite, and that 
on soft ground lyddite is comparatively 
harmiess. For any one with weak 
knees the whistling of the lyddite shell 
and the crash as it explodes are cal]- 
culated to have a depressing, if not a 
demoralizing effect: but the Boer is 
the most phiegmatic cf men, and he 
has no nerves. At the battle of Spion- 
kop, I saw a young Roer within three 
yards by measurement from whom a 
big lyddite shel! exploded, tearing up 
the earth and sending up a score of 
flery fingers into the alr, tardily rising 
and finding his limbs sound, muttering 
to himself, ‘The reds are vicious today.’ 
But all were not so lucky. One 
young burgeher pitifully complained 
that the lyddite had'‘turned his hair 
and skin as yellow as a eanary. Nor 
would the stuff come off. The most 
general effect of the poisonous greenish 
yellow cloud rising from the explosion 
was a violent fit of coughing and mild 
strangling was superinduced in some 
cases. The biggest slaughter reported 
as having resulted from a single big 
lyddite shell was three killed and four 
wounded, one day in the trenches at 
Colenso, after the battle of Colenso

Correspondence.} Acting under a sec- 
tion of the State law making provision 
therefor, the school trustees of the 
Long Beach district have called a meet- 
ing of the voters of the district.
